The All Students Club Council 
met Tuesday. November 5. in the 
Student Activities Building. Pres¬ 
ident Jere Freeman was in charge 
of the business meeting. Joe Walk¬ 
er reported for the committee in 
charge of securing buses for ball 
games that all the buses 
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which we will take a bus for UT¬ 
MB students. The council decided 
to either see that the cheerlead¬ 
ers have transportation or pay 
their fare to the games that the 
student bus is taken to. 

It was brought to the attention 
of the group that the attendance 
is the council's biggest problem 
at present. The All Students Club 
is the one club on the campus to 
which every student belongs anil 
tlie ASC Council, composed of the 
president and ASC representative 
of each recognized class and or¬ 
ganization on the campus, is sup¬ 
posed to be representative of the 
whole student body. Since it is 
impossible to get all the students 
together for each meeting, each 
council member is expected to rep¬ 
resent his club by attending the 
ASC meetings. The meeting are 
open to everyone and students are 
urged to come and see the ASC in 
action. 

If there are matters which need 
to be brought to the attention of 
the ASC tell your ASC representa¬ 
tive or one of the ASC officers 
that it may be considered. 

An attendance record will be 
kept of those attending each ASC 
meeting and will be posted on the 
bulletin board. Another copy of 
this lerotd will be sent to the 
i lubs and ( lasses. The group also 
voted to have reports from the 
ASC iepiesentatives at the indi¬ 
vidual Hub meetings to let the 
students know what's going on in 
then ASC. 


Marines To Invade 
Campus For Recruits 

The Marine Officer Procure 
ment Team will visit the Univer¬ 
sity of Tennessee Martin Branch 
on December 5 and 6. While on 
the campus they will talk with 
students who are interested 
earning a Marine Commission. 

Qualified students may enroll in 
one of three courses: the Platoon 
Leaders Class. Officer Candidate 
Course, and the Aviation Officer 
Candidate Course. 

The Platoon Leaders Class 
designed for the college under¬ 
graduate. Stu 
ients in the pro¬ 
gram attend 
training during 
two summer va 
cations . from 
■college. The 
classes are of six 
weeks duration 
The training will 
be conducted at 
the Marine Corps 
Schools, Quantico. Virginia. It is 
designed to provide the initial 
leadership development and nec 
essary military introduction to 
prepare college men for appoint¬ 
ment to the rank of Second Lieu 
tenant in the Marine Corps Re 
serve. Commissions are awarded 
on graduation from college. 

The Officer Candidate Course is 
designed for college seniors. Can¬ 
didates selected are enrolled dur¬ 
ing their senior year or after grad¬ 
uation. The Officer Candidate 
Course is a ten week training per¬ 
iod conducted at Quantico, Vir¬ 
ginia. after graduation. Commis¬ 
sions are awarded on successful 
completion of the ten week course. 

The Aviation Officer Candidate 
Course is designed for the college 
student interested in earning 
Commission in the field of avia¬ 
tion. Applicants for this course

Looking at Sports 

By winning Friday’s night’s game against Memphis 
Navy, the Vols had their best season percentage-wise since 
the undefeated season of 1936. And though the Baylor 
loss was by a decisive score, there are many who will say 
that a second game might produce a decidedly different 
result. 

Credit for the fine season goes to the Vol coaches. Car- 
roll and Penny, and to a determined, hard-working squad. 
The ground work for the season really started last sum¬ 
mer when Coach Carroll began making the rounds of high 
schools of West Tennessee to interest boys in coming to 
the school. 

More spade-work was done at the pre-season camp 
when the two coaches really got the squad in shape by long 
hours of hard work on conditioning and fundamentals. 
This separated the men from the boys and left a squad that 
didn’t mind the work, since the results were so apparent. 

Of the home games, probably those against Arkansas 
State and NW Mississippi were the top team efforts. 
Granted the score was much more decisive against West 
Georgia, but all would agree that the caliber of opposition 
was not the same. On the road, the top game must have 
been the final one against Navy. 

The current squad was one of the most alert ever to 
play here. In game after game, the Vols started scoring 
drives on capitalizing on misplays of the opposition; enemy 
fumbles were recovered, passes were intercepted, and ball 
carries were thrown for losses. And on offense, the same 
alertness was shown with plays going for yardage that 
had looked like losses at the start. 

A real salute to the coaching staff and players for a 
hard job well-done. 

Basketball Underway 

The time between the end of one sport and start of 
another is about the shortest on record at UTMB. With 
football ending on a Friday, basketball starts the next 
Monday and really gets into a full head of steam in the 
following two weeks. 

UTMB will start a team with a strong nucleus of vet¬ 
erans. Captain Jimmy Young and Paul Kelley are the 
main losses while a budding star, James Vowell, is not 
back. However, such promising freshmen as Ed Jones, 
Bill Rucker, James Hart, and Jim Wilhaucks are back. 
Jones was brilliant last season as he set an all-time fresh¬ 
man scoring record and moved into second place among all 
season scorers for UT. Rucker developed mightily over 
the season and should score well, while Hart at time riv¬ 
alled Jones, and needs only to play at his potential con¬ 
sistently. Gregory was a smooth floorman and Wilhaucks 
should be greatly improved this season. 

Coach Burdette is now in his sixth season with the 
Vols and has had only two below-500 records. These were 
the first year when he started from scratch and last year, 
when he once again had to rebuild after losing the first 
great team which ran wild for three years while setting 
all-time records in every category. With a group of prom¬ 
ising freshmen in back of last year’s lettermen, fans 
should have plenty to shout about in the weeks to come. 

Sports In General 

Union University is really going all out this year in 
scheduling opponents. The team has played Ole Miss for 
the last two years, and has added this time Mississippi 
State and Memphis State, the latter NIT runnersup last 
spring. Of the three. Memphis State is undoubtedly the 
most rugged opponent and some astronomical scores may 
result, though with Union on the short end. 

Ole Miss downed big UT Saturday for only the third 
time in 26 tries. The game was exciting chiefly from the 
seats of the Ole Miss rooters, as UT did not do too much 
until its one real scoring drive late in the game. 

I T saw its famed “play cautious and wait for a break” 
football boomerang. The Vols punted on first down from 
deep in their territory, stopped an Ole Miss drive, then 
punted from their three in second down only to have Ole 
Miss run the punt back to the 2. This early down punting 
usually pays off for UT, but not last week. 

Ole Miss was just as cautious. Leading 7-0, they had 
the ball on the UT 29 with fourth and 1, and PUNTED. 
According to the press reports, the Ole Miss coaches 
weren’t too happy with this, and the gain was practically 
nil since the kick went into the end zone and UT took over 
on the 20, only 9 yards deeper than the play started. 

Also trailing 0-7, UT had the ball on the Ole Miss 34 
with 4th down and punted, again into the end zone. Also, 
UT was penalized and at the end of the play Ole Miss had 
first on its 35, one yard ahead of where the ball went into 
play. Personally, this is a bit too cautious for us, but we 
don t make $20,000 a year like Bowden Earp er we mean 
Wyatt. 

Of teams in this section, we think that the Arkansas 
Razorzacks have been involved in more exciting games 
(though not necessarily better) than any other team. We 
couldn’t have felt any worse than the No. 1 Hog fan when 
that attempted field goal that would have beaten Texas 
A. & M. went wide. And their game last week against 
SML was in the same vein. But why think of those when 
that 12-6 win against Ole Miss is also one for the books.

Baylor Downs Vols 
For UTMB First Loss 
Or Great Season 

The Vols dropped their first 
game of the season November 8 
when they lost a 31-13 game to 
Baylor School of Chattanooga. It 
marked the third win in three tries 
for Baylor against the Vols. UT 
now has a 5 and 1 record for the 
Be oso n. 

Coach Robert Carroll stated that 
the Vols "simply made too many 
mistakes, both in executing plays 
and in thinking them.” He added 
that faulty punting hurt the team 
more than any other single thing, 
with UT having a punting average 
of about 14 yards. 

Baylor twice took over deep in 
Vol territory after very short 
punts and a third time when a 
punt could not be gotten away. 
These breaks were just too much 
for the Vols to overcome. 

UT was able to do little on of¬ 
fense, with Fowler being held in 
complete check for the first time 
this season. In fact, according to 
Coach Carroll, "we were backed 
into our own territory almost the 
entire game.” 

The Vols got off to a flying 
start when the opening kickoff 
was returned 92 yards for a touch¬ 
down with Kendrick crossing the 
goal. The play started when Hawk¬ 
ins took the kick on his 8 and 
ran to the 15, where he handed 
off to Kendrick who ran the final 
85 yards. 

Baylor tied the score with Senn 
going 24 yards. Baylor got the 
ball on the UT 24 following a short 
punt. Both kicks were missed and 
the quarter ended in a 6-6 dead 
lock. 

Baylor scored twice in the sec 
ond quarter to put the game out 
of reach. Senn scored the tie 
breaker from the 1 after another 
UT punt gave Baylor the ball on 
the UT 4. Halfback Baucom also 
scored before the half, which ended 
with Baylor ahead, 19-6. 

Following a scoreless third per¬ 
iod, Baylor scored twice in the 
fourth. Barr scored from 2 yards 
out and Crosby scored on a 51 
yard pass and run from Senn. 

UT scored its final touchdown 
in the final minutes on a 58 yard 
Bayless to Deverell pass.
